Upon the opening of the case Sa tur­ 
day the defense exhausted the tw o pre- 
em ptory cha lleng es 'rem aining and at 
9 :50 o’clock a. m. the defense passed 
the jury which was at once sworn in. 
g The indictm ent was then read to the 
jury. 
It charges that on August 24, 
11)04, Charles V. Sherman unla w fully, 
purposely and of deliberate and pre­ 
m edita ted m a lice made an assault up­ 
on his w ife, Mayme Sherman w ith a 
certa in 
wooden 
cha ir and hatchet, 
beat her about the head and inflcted 
certa in mortal wounds of which she 
died. 
Upon the conclusion of the reading 
of the indictm ent the defense filed a 
motion to require the prosecution to 
elect which count of the indictm ent 
would he proceeded upon, the one al 
ieg ing the k illing to hav e been done 
w ith a cha ir or the one a lleg ing the 
murder to hav e beeu com mitted with 
a hatchet. 
The conrr. ov erruled the 
m otion and the prosecution proceeded 
upon both counts conta ined in the in ­ 
dictm ent.

Now Pending. 
Indianapolis, Jan. 30.—Senator Bar­ 
ons’ prim ary election bill which will 
be a special order of business in the 
senate Thursday afternoon, is one of 
the im portant features of legislation 
new pending, although it has nut been 
widely advertised as such. It applies 
to all counties except 
Marion and 
therefore is of general interest. 
Sena­ 
tor Barons presents a nam lier of orig­ 
inal ideas that no prim ary bill in the 
country embodies. 
He studied the 
question of prim ary reform for a long 
tim e and has aim ed to draw- a Mil that 
will be sim ple and at the sam e tim e 
provide .for secrecy at the polls. 
He 
would provide a voting place with two 
boxes, one red and the other white. 
One would be for the vote and the 
other for a slip of paper containing the 
nam e of the man who cast it. 
The 
man would announce his name at the 
tim e he puts his ballot and the slip of 
palier into the boxes, 
The candidates 
m ust furnish the ticket and may have 
w atchers at the polis ann at the count­ 
ing of the votes. 
The penalties pro­ 
vided in the A ustralian ballot law are 
included in the bib. so as to safeguard 
the prim ary. 
Senator B arm s believes 
that this method o» voting would be 
easy, sim ple and secret and would be 
I es a expensive than the plan now in 
voftue in many places. He believes the 
trouble with the prim ary laws is that 
they are too com plicated. 
Many mem­ 
bers view his bill favorably. 


The suggestion that the report of 
the codification com m ission is w ith­ 
held until the next session of the legis­ 
lature for final consideration will prob­ 
ably not be heeded, as there is a grow- 
ing disposition am ong the m em bers 
now to am end the new code w herever 
it is necessary and enact it into a law. 
This will entail a lot of work and the 
session is now- half spent, but many 
m em bers are m astering the contents 
of the report and are now- about ready 
to report. 
The principal fight has 
been on the bills governing cities anti 
tow ns and the hulloing of ditches and 
drains. 
The latter is proving an espe­ 
cially knotty problem.

week. 
There is no longer much opposition to 
th e code governing cities and towms. 
The code on em ineut dom ain 
will 
probably go througn quickly now. in­ 
asm uch as it has been am ended at the 
request of the transportation com pa 
nles so there may be an appeal from 
the county com m issioners in condem ­ 
nation proceedings. 
T here is not 
much opposition to the crim inal code, 
but so far but little has been done 
tow ard considering the new code for 
private corporations. 


A uditor of S tate Sherrick is hot af­ 
te r the authors of the anonym ous cir­ 
culars attacking his tax ferret bill. 
M embers of the legislature have al­ 
ready received two anonym ous letters, 
which charge the auditor with trying 
to interfere with the rights of the peo­ 
ple who cherish the local powers of 
self-governm ent. 
Mr. Sherrick is now 
challenging he authors of these letters 
to come into the open. 
He asks why 
they did not sign their nam es if their 
purpose is honest. 
He declares that 
the object of the bill is to put the tax 
ferrets out of business and that the 
tax ferrets are trying to stam pede the 
bankers and m em bers of tru st com pa­ 
nies into opposing the bill by telling 
them that it would give the auditor un­ 
lim ited power to look into their busi­ 
ness. 
It has been reported that some 
tax ferrets favor the bill, but Mr. Sher­ 
lock says this ie absurd, inasm uch as

Sherrick had a sim ilar bill defeated 
two years ago after a hard fight, but 
he expects to win this time.
